Floundering in the Boga. 


In a sermon last Sunday Rev. Dr. Charles H. Park of Boston 


had something- to say on the present unsettled condition of the 
world and the mistaken way in which lie feels'tliat the people 
of this country are endeavoring to meet the serious questions 
that are calling for solution. 
Among other things lie said: 


"We today are living in a confused world;.a confused and ap- 
prehensive spirit is rift. The future is uncertain. The air is 
full'of doubt. The prospect is more or less menacing. Gigan- 
tic: problems lift their sinister forms upon our horizon. So- 
cialism, labor, public ownership, freedom of the seas/ the 
League of Nations, prohibition—how are we to deal with 
.them?" 


So far as prohibition is concerned the country has deckled 


how to dent with that question. . Whether the decision is wise 
and practical time must disclose. 
Out Mr. Park is right when 


he says thereiarc othciMiiiportnnl questions claiming Ihe atten- 
tion of-the people and making the prospect "more.or less 
menacing."

""And theiflfe" goFs on To sa~ylh7t we are hying to answer 
many of these questions in tlie wrong way. 
"We have," he 


said, "allowed ourselves to flounder inlfrlhe bogs of the doc- 
trinaire. We say that we must have sonic up-to-date legisla- 
tion, a new department of government, another cabinet olliccr 
in Washington, a fresh army of secretaries and statisticians, a 
brand new doctrine lo meet the exigencies." 


Admitting that things like these are good in their place, Dr. 


Park is ofttlic opinion that there is too much searching for new 
remedies and too great ignoring of the old; that what is needed 
is a more general disposition to give Ihe square deal as well as 
to demand it. He'thinks the best way to preach a social doc- 
trine is to live it,'and that a spirit of fairness between man and 
man would do more'to restore social and industrial peace than 
the'ceaseless search for'means to make people do right by 
compulsion. , . ' . 


There is no doubt Iliat (he country is suH'cring from over- 


agilalion and,over-exertion in Ihe direction of bringing aboul 


'desired reforms by law. 
It is a habit that had become pretty 


'well fixed iipon,lhe American people before the present great 
world upheaval, and one that has been aggravated by the war. 
Never before .was there such a ferment and such groping hith- 
er and thither for remedies fqr.thc evils by which we are beset. 


In meeting these evils legislation has ils place. 
There is 


reason to believe that the League of Nations has the endorse- 
ment of a large majority of the people, but sooner or later this 
country must learn that something more than legislation is 
necessary for ils peace and prosperity. There must he a cessa- 
tion of class warfare and an acknowledgement by each of the 
rights of ..others, before there can be the harmony and co-opera- 
tion that are indjsi>ensab.le to peace and genuine progress. 


It is to be hopelT'Md Believed that the present wave of un- 


rest and distrust .willVin lime exhai1sl'"iKetf and be followed by 
better days and conditions. 
In the meantime right living and 


patience will do more to hasten Ihe better day than incessant 
clamor in support of the flood of theories, some of which if 
put into practice would remove the very foundations of our 
institutions.
